Over  thirty  years  ago,  Jennifer  Holliday’s  show¬ 
stopping,  heart-wrenching  performance  of  the 
torch  ballad  “And  I'm  Telling  You,  I’m  Not  Going” 
in  the  smash  hit  Broadway  musical  Dreamgirls 
made  her  a  household  name  and  introduced 
her  big  soulful  voice  to  the  world.  Her  portrayal 
of  Effie  "Melody”  White,  a  role  which  she  co¬ 
created,  not  only  brought  theatergoers  to  their 
feet  for  eight  performances  a  week,  but  also 
garnered  her  a  Tony  Award  for  Best  Actress 
in  a  Musical  and  her  first  Grammy  Award  for 
Best  R&B  Female  Vocalist.  Born  and  raised 
in  Houston, Texas,  Jennifer  Holliday  went 
straight  from  her  church  choir  to  her  debut  on 
the  Broadway  stage.

A  Chorus  Line,  arranged  for  Jennifer’s  audition  for  the  show  Your  Arms  Too  Short  To  Box  With  Cod.

Ms.  Holliday’s  other  theater  credits  include  Sing 
Mahalia  Sing :  The  Mahalia  Jackson  Story,  Downhearted  Blues :  The  Bessie  Smith  Story,  Harlem  Suite 
(with  Aretha  Franklin),  Chicago,  Crease,  and  Black  Nativity.  In  2007  she  reprised  her  role  as  Effie  to 
sold-out  crowds. 

In  January  2014  Ms.  Holliday  released  The  Song  Is  You,  her  Shanachie  label  debut  and  her  first 
secular  album  in  twenty  years.  It  features  the  classic  title  song  and  other  standards,  as  well  as 
previously  unrecorded  and  lesser-known  songs.  "And  I'm  Telling  You,  I’m  Not  Going”  remains  her 
biggest  chart-topping  success  to  date  (#1  on  the  R&B  charts  and  a  Top  40  hit  on  the  pop  charts). 
Among  her  other  hit  singles  are  "I'm  on  Your  Side”  and  “No  Frills  Love.”  Her  rendition  of  Duke 
Ellington’s  "Come  Sunday,”  from  her  album  Say  You  Love  Me,  won  her  a  second  Grammy.  Over  the 
years  she  has  collaborated  with  such  artists  as  Barbra  Streisand,  Luther  Vandross,  David  Foster, 

Paul  Simon,  Michael  Jackson,  Marvin  Hamlisch,  and  Foreigner.  As  an  actress,  she  had  a  recurring 
role  (as  choir  director/lead  soloist  Lisa  Knowles)  on  Fox  TV’s  Ally  McBeal,  and  she  has  made  guest 
appearances  on  such  TV  series  as  Touched  By  An  Angel,  Hang  Time,  Happily  Ever  After,  The  Love 
Boat,  and  Ellen. 

Jennifer  Holliday’s  performances  with  orchestras  have  brought  her  to  the  Boston  Pops  (with 
which  she  has  appeared  both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  on  the  Esplanade),  the  National  Symphony 
Orchestra,  the  San  Diego  Symphony,  the  Philly  Pops,  and  the  Cincinnati  Pops.  She  has  performed 
at  the  White  House  for  Presidents  Reagan,  George  H.W.  Bush,  Clinton,  and  George  W.  Bush.  In 
2000  she  received  an  honorary  doctorate  from  Boston’s  Berklee  College  of  Music.  She  founded  the 
Yolanda  D.  King  "Achieving  the  Dream”  Artistic  Scholarship  Fund  in  memory  of  her  friend  (eldest 
daughter  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  and  Coretta  Scott  King)  and  supports  many  other  charitable 
causes.  In  May  2012  Jennifer  performed  on  the  American  Idol  season  finale,  singing  "And  I'm  Telling 
You”  as  a  duet  with  Jessica  Sanchez. 


SOLOISTS 


Richard  Sebring  is  associate  principal  horn  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  occupying  the 
Margaret  Andersen  Congleton  Chair,  and  principal  horn  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  Born  and 
raised  in  Concord,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Sebring  studied  at  Indiana  University,  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  the  University  of  Washington,  and  theTanglewood  Music  Center.  Previously 
principal  horn  of  the  Rochester  Philharmonic,  he  joined  the  BSO  in  1981.  He  has  been  a  soloist  with 
the  BSO  and  the  Boston  Pops  in  Boston,  at  Tanglewood,  and  on  tour.  As  a  studio  musician,  his  horn 
work  is  heard  regularly  in  popular  music,  on  PBS,  and  in  films.  His  arrangements  have  been  played 
by  the  Boston  Pops  in  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Fenway  Park.  Mr.  Sebring  teaches  at  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music  and  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center. 


Rachel  Childers  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  second  horn  at  the  start  of  the  2011-12 
season,  becoming  the  first  female  member  of  the  BSO  brass  section  in  its  history;  she  occupies  the 
John  P.  II  and  Nancy  S.  Eustis  Chair  in  the  BSO’s  horn  section.  Formerly  acting  assistant  principal/ 
utility  horn  of  the  Colorado  Symphony  Orchestra,  she  has  also  performed  with  the  San  Diego 
Symphony,  Long  Beach  Symphony,  Marin  (CA)  Symphony,  Fresno  Philharmonic,  Greater  Lansing 
Symphony,  and  Birmingham  Bloomfield  (Ml)  Symphony.  Ms.  Childers  received  both  her  bachelor’s 
and  master’s  degrees  in  music  from  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  then  an  artist  diploma  from 
the  Colburn  School  in  Los  Angeles.  Her  teachers  included  Soren  Hermansson,  David  Jolley,  David 
Krehbiel,  and  Louis  Stout. 


Michael  Winter  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  third  horn  in  September  2012  and 
occupies  the  Elizabeth  B.  Storer  chair.  Prior  to  his  BSO  appointment,  Mr.  Winter  was  acting  principal 
horn  of  the  Buffalo  Philharmonic  and  principal  horn  of  the  Syracuse  Symphony  Orchestra,  also 
serving  occasionally  as  guest  principal  horn  with  the  Saint  Paul  Chamber  Orchestra.  Born  and 
raised  in  Southern  California,  he  began  his  horn  studies  with  his  grandfather,  Dr.  James  Winter, 
and  later  studied  with  Jim  Thatcher  and  John  Mason.  Mr.  Winter  then  moved  to  Boston  to  pursue 
a  degree  at  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  working  with  BSO  members  Richard  Mackey 
and  Richard  Sebring.  He  has  performed  regularly  with  the  Boston  Ballet  Orchestra,  Rhode  Island 
Philharmonic,  and  Boston  Philharmonic. 


Jason  Snider  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  as  fourth  horn  in  March  2007.  Prior  to  his 
BSO  appointment,  he  was  second  horn  with  Lyric  Opera  of  Chicago  and  associate  principal  horn 
of  the  San  Antonio  Symphony.  An  Arkansas  native,  Mr.  Snider  attended  Northwestern  University, 
studying  with  Norman  Schweikert,  Dale  Clevenger,  and  Roland  Pandolfi  and  performing  for  two 
seasons  with  the  Civic  Orchestra  of  Chicago.  Pursuing  graduate  work  at  Rice  University,  he  studied 
with  Roger  Kaza  and  William  VerMeulen.  Mr.  Snider  has  played  with  the  Grant  Park  Music  Festival, 
Grand  Teton  Music  Festival,  Orquesta  Sinfonica  de  la  Mineria  in  Mexico  City,  National  Repertory 
Orchestra,  Jerusalem  International  Symphony  Orchestra,  Pacific  Music  Festival,  the  Houston 
Symphony,  Houston  Grand  Opera,  and  the  Chicago  Chamber  Musicians. 


KEITH  LOCKHART 

Keith  Lockhart  became  the  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  in  1995,  adding 
his  artistic  vision  to  the  Pops  tradition 
established  by  his  predecessors  John  Williams 
and  Arthur  Fiedler.  Mr.  Lockhart  holds  the  Julian 
and  Eunice  Cohen  Boston  Pops  Conductor 
chair.  He  has  worked  with  a  wide  array  of 
established  artists  from  virtually  every  corner 
of  the  entertainment  world,  while  also 
promoting  programs  that  focus  on  talented 
young  musicians  from  the  Tanglewood  Music 
Center,  Boston  Conservatory,  and  Berklee 
College  of  Music.  Now  in  the  twentieth 
year  of  his  tenure,  he  has  conducted  nearly 
1,600  Boston  Pops  concerts  and  introduced 
the  innovative  JazzFest  and  EdgeFest  series, 
featuring  prominent  jazz  and  indie  artists 
performing  with  the  Pops.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  introduced  concert  performances  of  full-length 
Broadway  shows,  including  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein’s  Carousel  and  Stephen  Sondheim’s  A  Little 
Night  Music,  and  the  PopSearch  and  High  School  Sing-Off  competitions.  Under  his  leadership,  the 
Boston  Pops  has  commissioned  several  new  works — including  The  Dream  Lives  On,  a  tribute  to  the 
Kennedy  brothers,  which  was  premiered  in  May  2010  during  the  125th  anniversary  season — and 
dozens  of  new  arrangements. 

Audiences  worldwide  love  Keith  Lockhart’s  inimitable  style,  expressed  not  only  through  his 
consummate  music-making,  but  also  by  his  unique  ability  to  speak  directly  to  the  audience  about 
the  music  to  which  he  feels  so  passionately  committed.  He  and  the  Boston  Pops  have  released 
five  self-produced  recordings — 2013’s  A  Boston  Pops  Christmas-Live  from  Symphony  Hall,  as  well 
as  Sleigh  Ride,  America,  Oscar  &  Tony,  and  The  Red  Sox  Album — and  also  recorded  eight  albums 
with  RCA  Victor — Runnin'Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Clenn  Miller,  American  Visions,  the  Grammy- 
nominated  The  Celtic  Album,  Holiday  Pops,  A  Splash  of  Pops,  Encore!,  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated 
The  Latin  Album,  and  My  Favorite  Things:  A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration.  Keith  Lockhart  has  made 
74  television  shows  with  the  Boston  Pops,  including  a  2009  concert  featuring  jazz  trumpeter  Chris 
Botti,  and  special  guests  Sting,  John  Mayer,  and  Steven  Tyler,  and  the  annual  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular,  broadcast  nationally  for  many  years  on  on  the  A&E  and  CBS  television  networks. 

He  has  also  led  many  Holiday  Pops  telecasts,  as  well  as  38  new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at 
Pops  (1970-2004).  He  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  on  39  national  tours,  as  well  as  performances  at 
Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall,  and  brought  the  music  of  "America's  Orchestra”  overseas 
in  four  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  national  anthem  for 
numerous  major  sports  events. 

Keith  Lockhart  currently  serves  as  principal  conductor  of  the  BBC  Concert  Orchestra  in  London, 
which  he  led  in  the  June  2012  Diamond  Jubilee  Concert  for  Oueen  Elizabeth  II,  and  as  artistic 
director  of  the  Brevard  Music  Center  summer  institute  and  festival  in  North  Carolina.  He  has 
appeared  as  a  guest  conductor  with  virtually  every  major  symphonic  ensemble  in  North  America, 
as  well  as  several  in  Asia  and  Europe.  He  was  music  director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  from  1998 
to  2009,  and  led  that  orchestra  in  performances  at  the  2002  Olympic  Games,  as  well  as  on  its 
first  European  tour  in  two  decades.  Prior  to  coming  to  Boston,  he  was  the  associate  conductor  of 
both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras,  as  well  as  music  director  of  the 
Cincinnati  Chamber  Orchestra. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age 
of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  University  and  Carnegie  Mellon  University,  and  honorary 
doctorates  from  several  American  universities.

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ABOUT  THE  POPS 


THE  BOSTON  POPS 


Affectionately  known  as  “America’s 
Orchestra,"  the  Boston  Pops  is  the  most 
recorded  and  arguably  the  most  beloved 
orchestra  in  the  country,  beginning  with 
the  establishment  of  the  modern-era 
Pops  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  continuing 
through  the  innovations  introduced  by 
John  Williams  and  the  new-millennium 
Pops  spearheaded  by  Keith  Lockhart. 
With  the  125th  anniversary  season 
in  2010,  the  Boston  Pops  reached  a 
landmark  moment  in  a  remarkable 
history  that  began  with  its  founding  in 
1885.  Four  years  earlier,  in  1881,  Civil  War 
veteran  Henry  Lee  Higginson  founded 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  calling 
its  establishment  "the  dream  of  my  life.” 
From  the  start  he  intended  to  present, 
in  the  warmer  months,  concerts  of 
light  classics  and  the  popular  music  of 
the  day.  From  a  practical  perspective, 
Higginson  realized  that  these  “lighter" 
performances  would  provide  year-round 
employment  for  his  musicians.  The 
"Promenade  Concerts,"  as  they  were 
originally  called,  were  soon  informally 
known  as  “Popular  Concerts,”  which 
eventually  became  shortened  to  “Pops," 
the  name  officially  adopted  in  1900.  Some  people  may  not  realize  that  there  were  seventeen  Pops 
conductors,  beginning  with  the  German  Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  preceded  Arthur  Fiedler,  the  first 
American-born  musician  to  lead  the  orchestra.  In  his  nearly  50-year  tenure  as  Pops  Conductor 
(1930-1979),  he  established  the  Boston  Pops  as  a  national  icon.  When  John  Williams  (1980-1993) 
succeeded  Arthur  Fiedler  in  1980,  he  was  the  most  highly  acclaimed  composer  in  Hollywood,  and 
today,  with  49  Academy  Award  nominations,  he  is  the  most-nominated  living  person  in  Academy 
history.  With  the  Pops,  Mr.  Williams  continued  the  orchestra’s  prolific  recording  tradition  with  a 
series  of  best-selling  recordings  for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels,  broadened  and  updated 
the  Pops  repertoire,  and  entertained  audiences  with  live  orchestral  accompaniment  to  film  clips  of 
memorable  movie  scenes,  many  of  which  featured  iconic  music  from  his  own  film  scores.  Having 
led  nearly  1,600  Boston  Pops  concerts,  Keith  Lockhart  (1995-present)  has  served  nineteen  seasons 
as  Boston  Pops  Conductor.  In  response  to  the  ever-diversifying  trends  in  music,  Keith  Lockhart 
has  taken  the  Pops  in  new  directions,  creating  programs  that  reach  out  to  a  broader  and  younger 
audience  by  presenting  artists — both  established  performers  and  rising  stars — from  virtually 
every  corner  of  the  entertainment  world,  all  the  while  maintaining  the  Pops' appeal  to  its  core 
audience.  Mr.  Lockhart’s  tenure  has  been  marked  by  a  dramatic  increase  in  touring,  the  orchestra’s 
first  Grammy  nominations,  the  first  major  network  national  broadcast  of  the  Fourth-of-July 
spectacular,  and  the  release  of  the  Boston  Pops' first  self-produced  and  self-distributed  recordings.
